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The Fish Pier. Soaiboroii"h, the chief of northern 
watering; places, possesses two admirable harboui-s shel¬ 
tered on the southern side of the Headland. There are 
three piers, known as the Old, East, and West Piers, 
and tliey enclose two separate anchorages. The fishin," 
beet, which makes tlie town its headquarters, use both 
harboui-s and all three piers, sometimes needing even 
further accommodation. 
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
